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In general, the condition of the schools has 
not materially changed during the past year. They 
have been quietly at work and in nearly all cases 
have performed cheerfully and well the duties 
assigned them. There have been no radical changes, 
and but few new experiments. Old customs and 
methods have given way to new ones, only when the 
progressive spirit of the times demanded it. Written 
examinations have been given at least, once a month, 
and in a few schools much oftener. Its beneficial 
results are recognized by all who have given the 
subject careful thought. From them we learn each 
pupil’s proficiency or deficiency in spelling, in the 
use of language, handwriting, use of capitals, and 
punctuation, besides his knowledge of the studies 
in which he is examined. Already a very marked ' 
improvement is seen in the use of language as 
exhibited in examination papers and compositions. 

As a whole, we think better discipline has been 
maintained than last year. In some schools there 
is yet need of improvement. It isa fact, patent 
to all who take an unprejudiced view of the question, 
that wholesome discipline and satisfactory progress 
go hand in hand. They cannot be separated. Most 
children are intellectually lazy, and need, and must 
have, some one to urge them to their work. Nearly 
every child, if left to his own inclination, will prefer 
some of his favorite games to a lesson in arithmetic 
or geography. Theoretically, nothing can be more 
pleasant than the idea that the school-room, and _ its 
duties, should be so attractive that every child will — 
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esteem a day spent therein as highly as a holiday. 
We hear of “model schools” so attractive to the 
children that they “all cry for them,” so anxious are 
they to attend, and the truant officer becomes a 
nuisance. But, alas! how seldom do they come 
under our observation. At best, the road to education 
is a hard one. Whoever attempts to travel it, must 
expect many days and months of drudgery; and, 
unless he stops at the foot of the first hill he reaches, 
self reliance must be his constant companion. Perhaps 
there is no more important lesson for each pupil to 
learn than that of depending upon himself. We think 
many teachers fail in helping children who are able 
-to help themselves. The custom causes the child to 
depend upon some one else to do his thinking, thus 
defeating one great object of teaching: “to cause to 
think.” The teacher who fails in this, fails to perform 
the most important work connected with her calling. 

On account of the small number of pupils in 
No. 5, the school was discontinued and the children 
conveyed to the Centre. We recommend that the 
same, or a similar arrangement, be continued until 
there are pupils enough in the district to make a 
profitable school. 

By reference to the Statistical Table, compiled 
from the teachers’ registers, it will be seen that 
there has been a gratifying improvement in several 
directions. ‘There have been but one hundred and 
sixty-two (162) tardy marks in all the schools, against 
four hundred and nine (409) for the year ending 
March, 1880. The most noticeable improvement 
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has been in the Centre School, where the cases of 
tardiness have fallen from two hundred and thirty-nine 
last year, to seventy-seven (77) this year. The 
increase in the per cent. of attendance has risen from 
eighty-three (83,) the average per cent in all the 
schools of the town last -year, to 93.5 the average 
for this year. Sickness, unusually prevalent during 
the winter term, has caused the attendance to be 
lower than it would otherwise have been. 

A great hinderance to improvement in the 
condition of our schools, is: the frequent change of 
teachers... What would be said of a manufacturer 
who should make an entire change in his help 
regularly twice a year? ‘What would be the quality 
or quantity of his work? And yet this is just what 
we have been. doise’ for, the lasti.ten )yeareneums 
teacher has hardly become familiar with the wants 
and capacities of the pupils, when the term closes 
and some one else is hired as her successor; she, 
in turn, to be doomed to the same fate. Each teacher 
has her own methods, in both teaching and governing, 
and it takes fully one term for. her to become 
acquainted with the pupils, and they with her. 
The teacher can neither do justice to herself, nor 
those under her care. The pupils either leave some 
portion of their work imperfectly learned, or are 
compelled to go over the same things term after 
term. ‘The question immediately arises: Who is 
to be blamed for this semi-annual change of teachers? 
Certainly there must be blame somewhere. Have 
we invariably employed inexperienced, inefficient, 
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indolent teachersP ‘The facts in our possession will 
not warrant such. a conclusion. Have the School 
Committee been incompetent, without interest in 
the welfare of our schools, wanting in the capacity 
Bemectect the best teachers to be obtained ‘for. the 
money at their disposal? Nearly half the men in 
town have served in that capacity. Have the citizens 
of the town been a fault-finding, critical, exacting 
peopler I think they will compare _ favorably 
with the inhabitants’ of any similar town in the 
Commonwealth, as a peaceable, law-abiding and 
intelligent people. 

Let us examine our schools a little more closely 
amgeesee if some of their faults have not been 
unintentionally magnified. ‘That they are yet far from 
perfection, none can doubt. That they are on the 
upward road, we think all will admit. They cannot 
be made the best by calling them so, but they can 
‘be made the worst by pronouncing them destitute 
@emererytnine cood. Ehey will become either, 
according to the interest and support they receive. 
Discordant elements are lable to check their progress, 
but every citizen loyal to the cause of education will 
lend a helping hand, instead of obstructing their 
Slow but certain ascent. They cannot be raised 
higher than. public opinion on which they rest. 

mmeespersonal influence \of every citizen of’ the 
town will tend either to elevate or degrade them. 
Let each one recall the words and acts of the past: 
observe their effect, as they have gone out into society 


and become common property, and ask himself: 
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What effect have my words and acts had upon both 
parents and scholars? Has the cause of education 
been helped onward and upward by what I have 
said and done? Will my child become a better man 
or woman by my encouraging in him a spirit of 
insubordination? Will [ stand higher in my own 
estimation, or be held more dear in the hearts of 
my fellow-townsmen, if I do purchase a hittle self 
glory by dragging some one else down?’ Let each 
one answer according to “the dictates of his own 
conscience.” 

Three things are necessary to: ensure) themDems 
results in our schools, viz.: Faithful and competent 
teachers, an intelligent supervision, and loyal parents. 
These are all important factors. Not one can be 
left out without defeating, in a large measure, the’ 
object for which our public schools are supported. 

The most important auxiliary to our public schools 
is the public library. They are as closely connected 
in their aims as daybreak and sunrise, and yet there 
has been no_ practical connection between them. 
Hoping that the obstacles to their union heretofore 
existing may, in a measure, be removed, we have 
prepared a classified list of books, all of which are 
in the library, that can be profitably read by those 
attending school, in connection with their studies. 
A copy posted in some conspicuous place in the 
school-room, or kept at the teacher’s desk, will 
enable each pupil to select the best books contained 
in the library, pertaining to the subjects he is 
studying, In this way, the public library may serve 
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to lead the minds of the young into new channels 
of thought, and open to them fields of information 
that might otherwise remain forever unexplored. It 
remains for time to test the practical value of the 
suggestion. | 

FELLOwW-CITIZENS: It gives us much pleasure to 
extend to you our sincere thanks for your uniform 
courtesy and cordial co-operation during the past year. 
To your support and assistance, no less than to the 
faithful and industrious teachers, can we attribute the 
measure of success our schools have attained. In all 
earnestness we would urge upon you never to let the 
educational interests of the town languish for want 
of proper support. Let your appropriations be as 
generous as they have been in the past, and still you 
have not done your whole dny. Your children 
need your encouragement and assistance; the teacher 
needs your co-operation; and the cause of education 
requires that you should be loyal to her interests at 
all times and under all circumstances.

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OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


To the Citizens of Tyngsborough: 

The trust confided to our care during the past 
year, of guarding the interests of the Public Library, 
has received our careful consideration, and it is a 
pleasure in this our third Annual Report to be able 
to state that the general interest shown in its welfare 
during former years continues unabated. 

The funds from various sources placed at our 
disposal, we have, as we think, judiciously invested 
in -popular works, with due regard to their mental 
and moral worth, giving precedence to books of 
travel, historic and scientific works, endeavoring to 
restrict the supply of fiction to that of a high order, 
and furnishing none of a trashy character. 

The Library has also received many valuable 
additions by donation, and it now numbers over 
eighteen hundred volumes. For the present condition 
of the Library and its workings during the past year, 
we respectfully refer you to the accompanying report 
of the Librarian, whose faithful services have added 
much to its efficiency. 
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Believing that in every town there should be a 
course of public lectures, and that the management 
of it properly comes within the jurisdiction of the 
directors of a public library, it being auxiliary to the 
library, we have, during the past .season, instituted 
and carried on such a course. Having no contingent 
fund, and questioning the expediency of appropriating 
money belonging to the Library to make up any 
deficiency, should such occur, we arranged and 
announced a course of seven entertainments, which 
consisted of two readings, four lectures, and a concert, 
depending wholly upon the sale of tickets for their 
support. That we did not misjudge public sentiment 
was abundantly proved by the well-filled houses and 
highly satisfactory financial result. 

Before closing this report, we are constrained to 
direct your attention to some of the facts concerning 
the library room referred to in our last report, viz.: 
The room is absolutely insufficient in size, is poorly 
ventilated and lighted,—consequently damp. We 
would suggest the propriety of having the Library 
insured.
